It is not yet known if these 
and other concessions will be 
sufficient to’ dissuade — the 
prairie provinces from asking 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
to rule that the languages act 
would be unconstitutional. 

But the changes in the bill 
should certainly ease political 
pressures for both the cabinet 
and the Conservative opposi- 
tion, 

The cabinet was threatened 
by a serious division when 
Secretary of State Gerard 
Pelletier, who will administer 
the languages act when it is 
law, resisted changes in the 
bill advocated by Justice 
Minister John Turner. 


There was a critical period 
when Turner might easily 
have refused to take responsi- 
bility for the bill in the 
Commons because it was not 
Satisfactory, But this split 
was averted by a compromise 
after a tough debate last 
week. 

Conservative Leader Robert 
Stanfield is wholly committed 
to the principle of the bill, 
which is to guarantee equal 
treatment for the two official 

“Janguages within the federal 
jurisdiction across Canada. 
But about 20 of his backbench 
supporters, mainly from rural 
western Canada, have been 
equally strongly opposed 
claiming to reflect grassroots 
feelings in their ridings. 

The danger of a deep 
division in the Tory ranks on 
this fundamental - issue of 


national policy has been ap- 
parent for several weeks. 

It intensified recently when 
John Diefenbaker emerged as 
a public” critic of the govern- 
ment “bill, challenging Stan- 
field’s policy and providing an 
alternative leadership for the 
western rebels in the par- 
liamentary caucus. 

If the amendments to the 
bill succeed in quietening the 
west’s fears, they should also 
pacify the Tory critics in 
Ottawa and make it easier for 
the party to present a united 
front in the Commons. 

Prime Minister ‘Trudeau 
sent copies of the bill to 
provincial premiers last Oc- 
tober. At the same time, 
Justice Minister Turner circu- 
lated the draft legislation to 


This did not prevent public 
misunderstanding of the 
federal policy, particularly on 
the prairies. Many westerners 
were led to believe that 
inability to speak French — 
and. the absence of a French 
cultural background to assist 
them to learn the language — 
would put them at a prohibi- 
tive disativantage in seeking 
jobs in a bilingual civil 
service, in the armed forces 
and in federal corporations 
such as Air Canada. 

This fear ignores the fact 
that the public service has 
been committed to a policy of 
bilingualism for several years, 
during which there has been a 
marked increase, rather than 
a decline, in hiring of English- 
speaking Canadians. 

It ignores also the new 


ing being used in the federal 
service, which make the learn- 
ing of French a stimulating 
experience rather than a 
hopeless chore, as it might 
have been for many in their 
schooldays. 

But these reassurances can 
be underlined, without in any 
way changing the principle of 
the bill, by providing a 
positive guarantee that lack of 
French — or lack of English 
for a French-speaking candi- 
date — will not be a@ bar to 
employment in the federal 
service. 

The concern of the western 
governments that the bill may 
be unconstitutional has grown 
mainly from a clause pro- 
viding for use of French — or 
English in~ French-speaking 
areas — in criminal courts.’

‘War Outbreak 
Unavoidable’ 


TEL AVIV (AP)—An Israeli cabinet minister said 
Tuesday night that war with Egypt is unavoidable and 
will break out as soon as Egypt is fully rearmed by the 


Soviet Union. 


Police Minister-Etiahi Sasson 
told a rally in Ashkelon: “The 
Egyptian harassment on the 
Suez Canal is nothing but a 
dress réhearsal for crossing the 
¢anal,”’ 

Egypt will go to war because 
“it does not want peace under 
any circumstances’’ and cannot 
tolerate Israeli occupation of 
the Sinai Desert much longer, 
Sasson said. 

Sporadic artillery, mortar and 
light weapon clashes occurred 
along a 20-mile northern stretch 
of the Suez Canal Tuesday night 
and into today, an Israeli army 
spokesman said. 


SOLDIER KILLED 


One soldier was killed and six 
wounded, the spokesman said. 

The spokesman denied ‘an 
Egyptian report that Arab gun- 
fire had destroyed an Israeli 
military vehicle and wounded 
its 20 occupants Tuesday. The 
spokesman said two Israelis 
were wounded. when unidenti- 
fied gunmen fired on a civilian 
ear in the occupied west bank 
Jordanian town of Jenin. 

A curfew was imposed on the 
town of 14,000. 

In Nablus and Ramallah, po- 
lice made several arrests in an 
effort to head off trouble in the 
occupied territory when Israel 
marks its independence day 
Thursday. Leaflets signed by 


the Al Fatah guerrilla organiza- 
tion were distributed in Nablus 
calling for strikes and demon- 
strations Thursday.

In other words, the magis- 
trate or judge has discretion 
in deciding which language is 
to be used. 

But the cabinet has agreed 
to introduce even more fiexi- 
bility into this clause. One 
amendment being considered 
would. say that’ bilingual 
courts would operate only in 
districts officially declared to 
be bilingual — that is, in a 
district in which at least 10 
per cent of the population 
-bhave a mother tongue 
(French .or English) other 
than that of the majority. 

While these and other 
changes in the bill under 
discussion are obviously not of 
major importance in them-

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Paris Peace Talks Likely 
To Go On and On and... 


By MURREY MARDER 

PARIS (WP) — A million 
words ago, an allied diplomat 

-made a shrewd long-range 
forecast when the Vietnam 
peace talks began that is still 
valid .today in this blase 
capital, a year later. 

“You will never be certain,” 
he said, “until the very last 
moment, whether -the _ talks 
will be a success or a failure. 

“When there is movement 
on any topic, there will be 
‘parentheses’ around the 
‘movement.’ Not until the end 
of the negotiations will you be 
sure whether the ‘paren- 
theses’ will come off, to add 
up to an agreement,. or 
whether they will stay on, to 
add up to deadlock.” 

The advice appears to be as 
sound now as it was in mid- 
May a year ago. The’ Paris 
talks are now going through 
their third stage. There is, as 
there periodically has been 
before, a surge-of.excitement 
about them—but much more 
so in Washington than in 
Paris. “ 

President Nixon tonight 
will make a major address on 
Vietnam policy. It will» be 
examined with microscopic 
interest by the negotiators 
and strategists of North Viet- 
nam and the National Libera- 
tion Front as an important 
response to the first, comp- 
rehensive negotiating position 
presented here last Thursday 
by the communist side. Hanoi 
and the NLF will be apprais- 
ing not only President Nixon's 
impact on the diplomatic 
procéss here, but on the 
tortuous military and political 
warfare in South Vietnam as 
well. 


Preference to Kill 


Whatever is said from the 
White House, however, at best 
ean only be an episode in a 
grim continuing drama for 
which no partieipant controls 
the writing of the script, 

Every hard-bargaining 
process among diplomatic 
antagonists employs ambigui- 
ties. Participants have initial 
positions. and fallback posi- 
tions. But the process here is 
one of sipreme ambiguity, not 
only because the conference 
includes an odd mixture of 
Asian, Marxist and western 


negotiating styles, but because 
two of the current four 
participants, the, South Viet- 
namese government and ‘the 
NFL_really prefer to kill each 
other off. 

Nobody, therefore, is dis- 
closing his ultimate bargain- 
ing hand.and indeed, each 
side wants to be left in 
sition to pursue the war if 
diplomacy fails, with its 
power undiminished by what- 


ever happens in Paris.

Key Developments 


There has indeed been 
movement in Paris since. 
these talks began, with the 
United States and North Viet- 
nam as the original partici- 
pants. 

Most of the movement, 
however, has been on the 
allied side. The most im- 
portant action so far was the 
United States’ decision to halt 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
last Nov. 1 to attempt to 
encourage the start of actual 
negotiations. What has been 
happening since then has been 
a shifting of posture to get 


into position for either» sub- 
stantive bargaining, or the 
pretense of bargaining. 

From Jan. 25, when the 
present four-party talks began 
after bizarre mamnoeuvering 
over the shape of the confer- 
ence table, there have been, 
essentially, three major de- 
velopments.

But in the 
process, the allied side did 
what the communist side least 
wanted: The Nixon adminis- 
tration and the Saigon govern- 
ment. established closer 
harmony, . damaging Hanoi-

Alternative Plan 


Second, the Nixon adminis- 
tration, with consequences yet 
to be measured, unveiled the 
idea of an “‘alternative’™ 
Strategy of unilateral Ameri- 
can troop. withdrawals, 
whether or not the communist 
side agrees to “mutual troop 
withdrawals.” The objective is 
to. relieve’ American frustra- 
tions about the war, and to 
put pressure on the com- 
munist side to negotiate. 

The third major move was 
the 10-point program,. sub- 


mitted last Thursday by the | 


communist side, at least 
intended to try to recapture 
the propaganda initiative and, 
perhaps, to commence actual 
bargaining too. 

The fourth move now awaits 
allied action. But in any 
event, there is no expectation 
whatever here that the pat- 
tern of move and counter- 
move -will produce any early 
finale to the continuing tragedy 
of Vietnam.

Mace Unsafe 


At Any 


TORONTO (CP) — A Uni- 
versity of Toronto reasearch 
team says its studies. show 
that there is no distance at 
which riot gas such as Mace 
can be considered safe to the 
eyes. = 

Using rabbits in their ex- 
periments, the team says that 
under usual conditions, there 
is little permanent damage if 
the gas is sprayed from a 
distance of six feet. 

But Dr. W. G. Macrae of 
the department of ophthal- 
mology said the gas could not 
be considered safe at any 
distance. 

“If you'ye got an over- 
zealous policeman who 
sprayed -a whole can at 
someone, or if you had a 
person without normal eye 
closing responses, such as 
Someone’ unconscious, under

drugs, or drunk, you can get 
real trouble.” 

The Metropolitan Police 
Commission decided last 
August against allowing the 
use of Mace in’ Tororito, 
Chairman C. O. Bick said he 
and Chief James Mackey 
were not satisfied the gas was 
safe and would not cause 
permanent eye damage. 

The first case of a police- 
man using mace in Canada 
was in’ London, Ont. early in 
July last year. Three youths 
were on the receiving end 
during a disturbance at .a 
Street dance, but none re- 
quired medical .treatment. 

The Police Association of 
Canada has backed Ontario 
Attorney-General Arthur 
Wishart’s stand that Mace 
shouldn't be used until more 
is known about its effects.

Acute and Extended 


‘ig HAS BECOME OBVIOUS 
that before the various boards 
and committees get anywhere in the 
controversy over the location of 
hospitals in this area, and particu- 
larly before the public is called on 
to make any decisions, it will be nec- 
essary—to.define.terms,-At the..mo- 
ment there is great confusion re- 
garding the meaning of “extended 
care hospital.” It is vital that def- 
initions be agreed on before any 
further debate takes place. It does 
not matter which names are actually 
attached to the various concepts, so 
Jong as everyone uses them in the 
same manner and understands what 
is meant. 

“Extended care” is meant in 
some quarters to refer to any hos- 
pitalization after the special serv- 
ices of an’ acute hospital are no 
longer needed. But this covers a 
wide area of treatment, and some 
persons prefer to apply the term 
only to hospitals which care for 
aged and infirm patients who pre- 
sumably will end their days in the 
institution and require certain nurs- 
ing services and assistance. 

* * * 

Accepting- this. more_restricted. 
meaning, then another term, say 
“convalescent,” should be applied 
to hospitals to which patients could 
be removed for short-term recovery 
after their first few days of intensive 
care following surgery. Still another 
type, the “rehabilitative” hospital, 
is required for patients who need 
special therapy and exercises to res- 
tore the use of impaired muscles or 
regain other physical abilities. There 
may be other types of hospital serv- 
ices which should be. distinguished. 

The point is that no discussion 
can proceed sensibly unless all par- 
ticipants agree on nomenclature. 
Once that is established, it becomes 


apparent that different. require- 
ments are associated with the dif- 
ferent categories of service. There 
may be great advantages in having 
one type of non-acute accommoda- 
tion closely adjacent to the acute 
hospital for ease in transfer of pa- 
tients,.availability of equinment and 
convenience of medical staff. On the 
other hand, another type might be 
better situated in quieter surround- 
ings which would be conducive to 
the recovery or the comfort of the 
patients. 


* * * 


The local region has a serious 
hospital problem on. hand. The 
lengthy list of persons waiting to 
enter hospital, and .the year-long 
wait they must endure, are quite un- 
acceptable for a community of this 
size and prosperity in this modern 
day. Years are slipping by as various 
bodies try to cope with the situation 
—and some of their difficulties are 
certainly formidable—yet the badly 
needed beds are not yet on hand, 
the buildings are not yet built, and, 
indeed, the very locations of the 
bulk of the new beds have not yet 
been agreed on. Even the experts 
appear.to_be continually altering 
their earlier decisions. Now it ap- 
pears that even the types of hos- 
pitals under discussion are not clear- 
ly distinguished by some partici- 
pants, which adds to the difficulties 
of deciding on locations. 

- Within less than a year — on 
March 31, 1970 — the program of 
federal grants to aid hospital con- 
struction will cease, which means 
the provincial and local contribu- 


tions will have to be increased. , 


Buildings not under construction by 
that date will not be eligible for 
federal help. We. hardly needed any 
extra incentive to get cracking— 
but there it is. 


The People Care 


OW MANY CONSERVATION- 
ists are there? Sometimes, 
when public protests are made about 
industrial developments which 
threaten to pollute the landseape 
or destroy wildlife, it is claimed the 
objections come only from a small, 
sélf-serving “group Which does not 
represent the-community at large. 
According to a recent Gallup Poll 
in the United States, this is not the 
case. The public does care about 
preservation of the environment. 
Half the persons 
said they were “deeply concerned” 
about the effects on our natural sur- 
roundings of air pollution, soil eros- 
ion, and destruction of wildlife. An- 
other 33 per cent said they were 
“gomewhat concerned” and only 12 
per cent expressed unconcern. These 
opinions might not seem significant, 
except that those interviewed also 
said they were prepared to do some- 
thing’ about pollution.. Close-to 75 
per cent were willing to pay addi-

examines these two extraordinary trends 
one sees that in the long run, no matter 
what its ideology, a government tends to 
give priority to national interests in time 
of trouble,- shunting aside philosophical 
prejudice. Certainly the cautious devel- 
opment of friendship between Chiang’s 
Nationalist Chinese government on Tai- 
wan and the Soviet Union is a fantastic 
reversion from the viewpoint 

of both Taipei and Moscow. 

Since 1927 Chiang has been fanatically 
anti-Communist although prior to that 
date — when he struck against his 
Chinese Marxist collaborators — the had 
been aided by Moscow. Ohiang’s soh and 
heir apparent, Lt. Gen. Chiang Ching 
Kuo, studied in Moscow and married a 
Russian. 

Nevertheless, for more than 40 years 


Although Stalin at the 
end of World War IT seemed to think 
Chiang had a better chance of ruling 
China than Mao, Chiang had little use for 
the Kremlin. 


Moscow Taiwan Overture 


This year, however, a Soviet journal- 
ist suspected of connections with Mos- 
cow’s intelligence apparatus, was ad- 
mitted to- Taiwan and received by Chiang 
Qhing Kuo. Since then there have been 
hints that contacts are slowly warming 
up. If Taiwan and the Soviet Uniion were 
first touching fingers they are now 
gingerly commencing to rub knees under 
the table. Direct anti-Soviet propaganda 
has almost ceased in Taiwan. 

Obviously both Chiang and Brezhnev 
find it convenient to minimize past 
hostility because of the immediate 
primordial danger to each of Communist 
China. What Chiang probably wants is 
tacit understanding that Russia would 
not intervene ff he were ever able to 
make a military lodgement in South 
Moscow 4s probably ready to imply 
such a commitment because it is highly 
unlikely that Chiang willl ever be able to 
return ‘td the continent, The chances that 
this Oriental Bonnie Prince Chartie could 
re-establish: his regime are zero. But the 


on its rear while Mao beats war drums 
along the Siberian frontier. 

There is no point in exaggerating this 
weird flirtation between the fading 
generalissimo and the Kremlin but i és 
an interesting example of cynicism in 
world affairs. Equally cynical, one might 
say, is Peking’s sudden decision to ogle 
Yugoslavia after years of outright 
hostility. 

Long before her quarrel with Moscow 
became flamboyant, Peking had been 
ghowering et Tito. Indeed, one of the 
greatest criticisms of Khrushchev — 
seen by Mao as the worst Soviet leader 
of the lot — was the fact that-he-made 
up with Tito and promptly denounced 
Stalin. Peking responded by proclaiming 
Stalin’s permanent position in the 
Marxist Valhalla. 

It had already made the odd move of 
underwriting the security, economy, and 
ideology of Yugoslavia’s tiny neighbor, 
Albania, because the Albanians can’t 
stand Belgrade. But now China has 
decided to fonget ell this in the name of 
convenience. Because Tito is number one 
champion of Czechoslokia among Com- 
munist leaders, Mao has decided to wipe

the slate clean. A trade agreement was 
signed with Belgrade and Tito’s name 
has disappeared from Maoism’s hate list. 


Pragmatic Politics 


One should not exaggerate the 
significance of these moves. in which 
pragmatic politics have shunted aside 
dogmatic prejudice. Nor should one 
assume that in any way Taiwan — which 
remains an American client state — is 
suddenly becoming an Asiatic equivalent 
of Albania, an outflanking bastion. 

Nevertheless itis evident that pe 
culiar things are stirring along the 
borders of Russia and China as the two 
giants eye each other with increasing 
suspicion. The Chinese, who continue 
their proclaimed hostility to the United 
States, have notwithstanding become 
used to the idea that the Americans are 
not going to blow them up. America is 
the known enemy; Russia is the 
unknown enemy. And today both are 
abarsioning previously fixed doctrinel 


positions as they edge toward tthe brink.

Houses Rapidly Going Up—But Also Down 


RIME Minister Trudeau's recent. com- 
ment on the housing situation—that 
there was no housing crisis in Canada — 
gives rise naturally to two questions: 1, 
What is a housing 
crisis? 2. For whom 
is there no crisis? 
The answers can be 
backed into this way: 
His statement hardly 
applies to the Jower 
income third of the 


the dictionary defini- 
tion as_“‘the decisive 
state of things.’ These people solve their 
crisis by paying a higher and higher rent 
which they cannot afford. 

The flow im the statistics of housing 
Starts is that no allowance is made for 
housing destruction. While thousands of 
new $150 to $200 per month units are 
going up, bundreds of units renting for 
$60 to $80 a month are being demolished, 
and are not being-replaced. That is the 
situation which led to the tomato 
bombing of _ the prime minister — in 
Calgary. 

On one downtown street in Calgary 
five houses were demolished to make 
way for a new high rise apartment. It 
was the eviction notice to a score of 
families fm these big old houses that 
spawned the organization that tossed the 
tomatoes.

This fs the Kind of housing units in 
which thousands of low-wage earners live 
in western cities: suites renting from $60 
to $75 @ month in former mansions. They 
are mainly clean, mainly comfortable 
and greatly over-priced. But their sheer 
availability at amy price makes them 
attractive to people on low income. 

On a halfhour drive around the 
Calgary core I counted more than 20 
houses being torn down to make room 
for new high mises, parking lots or 
business buildings. In all probably 100 
housing units are being destroyed to 
make foom for 300 new units. Statistic- 
ally there is a gain. Socially the gain is 
in misery, for there. is no comparable 
accommodation for the evicted people to 
rent. 

Some of the evicted people are on 
welfare. The welfare administration has 
abandoned its ceiling on the rent 
allowance. It pays what. the recipients 
have to pay to get accommodation. They 
are charged what the traffic will bear, 
up to $250 a month for families in motels 
in the winter. 


Pushing Rents Up 


Upward pressure on rents’ from 
welfare is pushing up the rents every- 
body else has to. pay, partioularly for the 
marginal accommodation. A welfare 
official estimated that more. than a third 
of the renters in Calgary now pay well 
over a third of their income for housing. 
Theat estimate seemed high. The official 
said the only way many families could 
survive at all with the rents they paid 


. Was for both parents to work, often with 


harm to their children. 

Ottewa’s theoretical solution, that 
construction— of high-priced apartments 
will create vacancies all down the line 
and open things up at ‘the bottom, is not 
happening tn Calgary. Despite record 
apartment building; the space at the 


bottom is the tightest ever, thanks 
mainly to the demolitions that are taking 
place. = 


* "The effect, moreover, is being felt far 
beyond the minority of actual sufferers 
the Mandarins are talking about, Thou- 
sands of young marrieds are caught in a 
vicious circle. With costs and interest 
skyrocketing along with their rents, they 
cannot hope to seve the downpayment on 
a house in their lifetime. And if they 
have a family they become involved iin 
the ratrace to find an apartment that 
will take children. 


Unhappy 


Even the home-buyers are unhappy. 
Their interest payments have turned 
their dream houses into nightmares. 
Here again, even the near-affluent have 
to solve their housing crisis by mothers 
going to work, with consequent neglect of 
their children, The removal of the ceiling 
on mortgage fnterest did nothing for 
people who are already paying 10 per 
cent and disliking it intensely. 

The anguish and frustration: that the 
housing shortage has created has spread 
far beyond the minority of people who 
are desperately bunting housing they can 
afford. Its abrasive surface is rubbing 
civie and provincial administrations, anc 
just about everybody in the private 
sector with a social conscience. 

The frustration of the people caught 
in a sort of let's<lo-something syndrome 
is rubbing off on the general public, The 
tomato fired at Mr. Trudeau was by no 
means'a shot heard round the world.

Revolutions do not occur because 
new ideas suddenly develop, -but be- 
cause a new generation. begins to 
take old.ideas seriously—not merely 
as interesting theoretical views, but 
as the basis for political action and 
social change. ; 

Until recently, the humanistic Vision of 
human fulfillment and the romantic vision of 
@n expressive, imaginative and passionate 
life were taken seriously only by small 
aristocratic or Bohemian groups. 

The fact that they are today taken as real 
goals by. millions of students in many nations 


_ does not mean that these students are 


“‘counterrevolutionaries,”” but merely that 
their ideas follow the pattern of every major 
revolution, 
Indeed, today’s student rebels are rarely: 
Opposes... 49 - tedhnologs... 
contrary, they take the high technology of 
their societies completely for granted, and 
concern themselves with it very little. 
What'"they are opposed to is, in essence, 
the worship of Technology, the tendency to 
treat people as “inputs” or “‘outputs” of a ) 
technological system, the subordination _ of 
buman needs to technological programs. 

The essential conflict between the minority 
of students who make up the student revolt 
and the existing order is a conflict over the 
future direction of technological society, not 
a counter-revolutionary protest against  tech- 


In short, both the Oedipal Rebellion and 
the Historical Irrelevance theories are what 
students would call ‘put-downs.” 

If we accept either, we are encouraged 
not to listen to protests, or to explain them 
away or reject them as either the “acting 
out” of destructive Oedipal feelings or the 
blind reaction of an obsolescent group to the 
awareness of its obsolescence. 

But if; as I have argued, neither of these 
theories is adequate to explain the current 
“wave"’ of student protest here and abroad, 
how can we understand it? 

One factor often cited to explain student 
unrest is the large number of people in the 
world under 30 — today the criitical dividing 
line between generations, 


Most People Under 30 


But this explanation alone, like the 
theories just discussed, is not adequate, for 
in all historical eras the vast portion of the 
‘population has always been under 30, 

Indeed, in primitive societies most people 
die before they reach that age. If chrono- 
Jogical. youth alone was enough to insure 
rebellion, ‘the advanced societies — where a 
greater ‘proportion of the population reaches 
old age than ever before in history — should 


continuing intellectual, ethical and emotional 
development.

Philippe Aries, in his remarkable book,

Needed More Training 


Recognition of adolescence also arose 
from the vocational and psychological 
requirements of these societies, which needed 
much higher levels of training and psycho- 
logical development than could be guaranteed 
through primary education alone. 

There is, in general, an intimate Telatiion- 
ship between the way a society defines the 
stages of life and its economic, political and 
social characteristics, 

Today, in more developed nations, we are 
beginning to witness the recognition of still 
another stage. of life. Like childhood and 
adolescence, it was initially granted only to a 
small minority, but is now being rapidly 
extended to an ever-larger group. 

I will call this the stage of “youth,” and 
by that I mean both a further phase of 
disengagement from society and the period of 
psychological development that intervenes 
between adolescence and adulthood.

I call the extension of youth. an advance 
advisedly. Attendance at a coljege or 
university is a major part of this extension, 
and there is growing evidence that this is, 
other things being equal, a good thing for the 
student.

A section’ of the . U.S.

‘ those who complain most loudly about being 


suffocated by the subtle tyranny of the 
Establishment usually attend the institutions 
where student freedom is greatest. 

Around this general mood, specific 
complaints arrange themselves as symptoms 
of what students often call the “exhaustion of 
the existing society.” 

To understand this phenomenon we 
recognize that since the Second World War, 
some societies have fndeed begun to move 
past the industrial era into a new world that 
is post-industrial, technological, post-modern, 
post-historic or, in Brzezinski’s term, ‘‘tech- 
nectronic”’. 

In Western Europe, the United States, 
Canada and Japan, the first contours of this 
new society are already apparent. 

And, .in_many—other—less-developed- count- 
ries, middle-class professionals 
children become activists) often live in post- 


industrial enclaves within pre - industrial 
societies. 

Whatever we call the post-industrial 
world, it has demonstrated that, for the ‘first 
time, man.ean produce more -than enough to 
meet his material needs. 

This accomplishment is admittedly blem- 
ished by enormous problems of economic 
distribution in the advanced nations, and ft is 
in ifying contrast to the overwhelming 
poverty of the Third World. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that what might 
be called ‘‘the problem of production” can, in 
principle, be solved. 

“The transition from industrial to post- 
industrial society brings with it a major shift 
in social emphases’ and values; 

Industrializing and industrial _ societies 
tend to be. oriented toward solving the 
problem of production, 

An industrial ethic—sometimes Protestant, 
sometimes Socialist, sometimes Communist— 
tends to emphasize psychological qualities 
like self-discipline, delay of gratification, 
achievement-orientation and a strong emphe- 
sis on economic success and productivity.

tions of these societies tend to be organized 
fn a way that is consistent with the goal of 
increasing production. 

The emergence of post-industrial societies, 
however, means that growing numbers-of- 
young are brought up in family environments 
where abundance, relative economic security, 
political freedom and affluence are simply 
facts of life, not goals to be striven for. 

To such people the psychological impera- 
tives, social institutions and cultural values 
of the industrial ethic seem largely outdated 
and irrelevant to their own lives, 

Once it has been demonstrated that a 
society can produce enough for all of its 
members, at least some of the young turn to 
other goals: for example, trying to make 
sure than society does produce enough and 
distributes it fairly, or searching for ways to 
live meaningfully with the goods and’ the 
leisure they already have. 


Exhausted by Success 


The problem fs that our society has, in 
Some realms, exceeded its earlier targets. 
Lacking new ones, it. has become exhausted 
by its success. 

When the values of industrial society 
become devitalized, the elite sectors of youth 
— the most affluent, intelligent, privileged 
and so on — come to feel that they live in 
institutions whose demands lack moral 
authority or, in the current jargon, “credi- 
bility.” 

Today, the moral imperative and urgency 
behind production, acquisition, materialism 
and abundance has been lost. 

Furthermore, with the ‘lack of moral 
legitimacy felt in ‘‘the System," the least 
request for loyalty, restraint or conformity, 
by its representatives — for. example, by 


+ college presidents and deans — can easily be 


seen @s a moral outrage, an authoritarian 
repressing, a manipulative effort to '‘co-opt”’ 
students into joining the Establishment and 
an exercise fin ‘illegitimate authority” that 
must be resisted. 

From this conception springs at least part 
of the students’ vague-sense of @ppression. 
And, indeed, perhaps their peculiar feeling of 
suffocation arises ultimately from Siving in 
societies without vital ethical claims,

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They Have Fuel Enough to Land 
... But Not to Take Off Again

Next week “Snoopy’’ will 
venture to within 50,000 feet of 
the moon while “Charlie 
Brown” orbits overhead ready 
to rescue him. 

“Snoopy” is the code name 
for the lunar module that will 
carry astronauts Thomas 
Stafford and Eugene Cernan 
on man’s closest approach to 
the moon, “Charlie Brown” is 
the call sign of the command 
module from which John 
Young will be keeping a 
watchful eye on his conspan- 
jons below. The names 
replace ‘‘Spider’”” and ‘‘Gum- 
drop” used on Apollo 9. This 
Apollo 10 mission, scheduled 
for launch Sunday, will be a 
full. rehearsal of a moon- 
Janding flight that includes 
every manoeuvre but the final 
approach and touchdown on

module on “Apollo 10 cannot

Overpowering 


For Stafford, e 38-year-old 
‘Air Force colonel from 
Weatherford,. Okla., and 
Cernan a 3Syearold Navy 
commander from Chicago, the 
temptation to land might 
seem . overpowering. But as 
the tall, balding Stafford points 
out, “I have enough. fuel to 
land, but not to take off 
again.” 

The first lunar modules 
made were too heavy to carry 
enough fuel for a landing. The 
booster “rocket simply could 
not handle this much weight, 
Then two special programs, in 
which the manufacturer spent 
up. to $50,000 to slice off a 
single pound, drastically 
reduced the burden. The lunar 

-module to fly, on Apollo 10 jis 
still too heavy, but. on Apollo 
11 it és fit for a landing. 

Even if .the necessary 400 
pounds of fuel could be added, 
Snoopy would still not make a 
landing. NASA needs more 
experience’ in’ operating - the 
junar module; more data on 
the landihg sites and more 
information about the 
problems of navigating in the 
vicinity of the moon. 


Nose to: Nose 


On both this ‘mission and the 
lunar-landing flight, lunar 
module and. the .command 
module will orbit the moon 
nose to nose at af altitude of 
69 miles. Then the. hinar mod- 
ule will separate’ from its 
mothership and fire its engines 
to get into. an elliptical orbit 
which will take it about 50,000 
feet from the tumar surface at 
its lowest point. 

For a landing, the descent 
engine would ignite at this 
altitude and the Tunar. module 
pilots would proceed to make 
a powered. touchdown about 
nine minutes later, On Apollo 
10 ‘the same engine will be 
fired, but instead of landing 
the lunar module will go into a 


more ‘elliptical orbit. In this 
orbit, it will coast upward to 
220 miles altitude then back 
down. to about 10 miles above 
the surface. 


Landing Sites 


The two orbits will take the 
astronauts over two potential 
landing sites. As the space- 
craft. moves between 100,000 
and 50,000 feet, Cernan will 
shoot movies and Stafford still 
photographs of the sites. 
Stafford also hopes to use a 
television camera that will 
give Earthbound viewers the 
first live color telecast from 
the. moon, 

The spidery lunar -module 
has two stages — the descént 
end ascent stages — both. of 
which have rocket engines. As 
Snoopy comes. down on its 
second pass over the landing 
“areds,” tire ™descent™ stage 
separates. Ten minutes later 
the astronauts in the ~ascent 
stage fire that engine and 
head back up for a rendezvous 
with Navy Commander Young 
in the command module. 

Firing the ascent engine is 
the most crucial manoeuvre 
on a landing mission, When 
the complete lunar module 
sits on the ‘moon's surface, 
the descent stage serves as a 
launch pad when the astro- 
nauts begin their journey 
homeward in the ascent stage. 
If the ascent engine does not 
fire, the men will be stranded 
on the moon with no hope of 
rescue, 


Rescue Snoopy 


Firing this engine on Apollo 
10 comes closest to testing it 
under lumardaunching condi- 
tions.

The cabinet approved ways of. 
Squeezing speculators into tak- 
ing out huge amounts of money 
that flowed into West Germany 
this month in a gamble that the 
international exchange value of 
the mark would be raised. 

The government had refused 
Friday to revalue the mark up- 
ward and on Sunday promised a 
meeting of Western central 
bankers it would take steps 
against the speculators. 

Chancellor Kurt Georg Kiesin- 
ger angrily denied in the Bun- 
destag (lower house) today that 
the government was to blame 
for last week's speculative rush 
to buy marks. 


“What rubbish,’" he told-hoot- | 


ing deputies of the small Free 
Democrat party opposition. 
Economics Minister Karl 
Schiller, a Socialist, warned the 
house that government plans to 
combat inflation could throw in- 
ternational bookkeeping further 
out of balance. 


Finance Minister Franz Josef 
Strauss faced bitter recrimina- 
tions over his remarks two 
weeks ago that West Germany 
expected to face demands for a 
revaluation of eight to 10 per 
cent. 

Strauss was in open conflict 
with Schiller, and declared that 
revaluation is not-the only way 
to achieve price stability.

OTTAWA: (CP) — Orown- 
owned Atomic Energy of Can- 
ada Ltd. has reopened efforts to 
sell a nuclear power plant to 
Romania with a revised propos- 
al that includes a uranium re- 
fining plant, AECL President J. 
L. Gray said Tuesday night. 

He told the Commons re- 
sources committee that active 
negotiations for sale of a nu- 
clear plant are under way with 
Taiwan, a bid is being prepared 
for a plant in Italy and sales 
chances are being’ pursued in 
seven other countries. 

Failure to get a working Ca- 
nadian source of heavywater— 
ae main component of Canadian- 
designed plant—is ‘“‘a very sad 
story,” Mr, Gray said. 

All prospective customers for 
AECL’s first foreign sale of a 
nuclear power system insist on 
e@ guaranteed supply of heavy 
water. 

AECL will have to start im- 
porting heavy water from. the 
United States in June at $28.50 a 
pound compared with a contract- 
ed pwice of an average $18.50 
from delayed Canadian sources. 

The U.S. heavy water will be 
needed: for aid-supplied. Cana- 
dian power’ plants. in India and 
Pakistan and the station build- 
ing at Pickering, Ont. 

Mr. Gray said a bid earlier 
this year for a Romanian con- 
tract in competition with West 
German and. British interests 
became invalid March 15. A 
new proposal was submitted 
last week at Romania's request.

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U.S.5S.R. and Red China 
Strengthen Border Forces

TOKYO (NYT) —.- Far 


Eastern intelligence analysts 
report that the Soviet Union 
and Communist China have 
substantially strengthened 
their military capability along 
the 4500mile common 
frontier. 

With the steady rise in 
tensions, the increase in 
frontier clashes and extreme 
strain in governmental rela- 
tions, each ‘side has, taken 
precautionary steps, accord- 
ing to these analysts. 

They say that some of the 
moves date back one and two 
years, and others have been 
more recent and seem to be 
related to the possibility of a 
radical worsening of relations 
in the not-distant future. 

One of the dangerous 
aspects of the situation, in the 
view of the analysts, is that 


each side now is reported to 
mount a nuclear presence not 
far from the other’s frontier. 
Whether such arms may be 
employed in actual conflict no 
one can be certain, but the 
Russians have insisted for 
several years that once China 
got the atomic bomb it would 
use it. 


Strong in North 


Since. the Korean War, 
Peking has, maintained its 
largest, most modern concen- 
tration of military strength in 
Northern China and Man- 
churia, according to the intell- 
igence people. These forces 
originally were designed to 
meet any new threat from the 
United States, they say. 

Now, reportedly -reinforced 
and somewhat redeployed in 
the direction of the Ussuri and 
Amur rivers, the forces 


constitute the most powerful 
Chinese army grouping in 
existence today.

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‘Emigration Into US. 
To Show Marked Drop 


By ROD CURRIE 


WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
number of Canadians seeking 
to- emigrate to the U.S. is up 
slightly from 1968 ‘but: present 
indications are that the total 
admitted this year will be 
about 20,000—the lowest in the 
last 10 years, 


A paperwork  bottbeneck 
caused by the controversial 
immigration ceiling imposed 
last July 1 on residents of all 
Western Hemisphere cou n- 
tries is blamed for the slow- 
down. Canada ‘and other hemi- 
sphere countries are limited 
to an annual combined total of 
120,000 visas to men, women 
and children on a first-come, 
first-serve basis. 

State department statistics 
show. that 12,899. Canadians | 
were granted visas between 
last July 1 and March 31 this 
year—a 64-per-cent drop com- 
pared with the 20,08 granted 
in the corresponding period a 
year earlier. 


If this trend continues, as 
expected, only about 20,000 
Canadians will have received 
visas in the fiscal year ending 
June 30. In the year ending 
last June, visas were granted 
to 29,536 Canadians. 


A state department spokes- | 
man emphasized, however, | 
that am additional 10,000 or so 
Canadians have applied for 
visas, making the total of ap- 
plications more than 2,000 
greater than the number 
granted in the corresponding 
period of the previous year.

It 
dropped again to about 24,000 
in 1967 before climbing to the 
29,536 figure last year. 

Meanwhile, U.S. immigra-

also overlooked a human 
reality that time and experi- 
ence have impressed on me.

If you're young, you may 
not believe this. I didn’t, until 
it was impressed on me by 
the--circumstances of a free- 
lance writer's life. 

It was a good life in many 
ways, but at intervals it left 
me with time on my hands. 

There are some writers who 

— have no sooner exhausted one 
idea than they're busy on the 
next. I envy them their 
disciplined approach, but it 
didn’t work for me. There was 
always a gap between stories. 
If I’d turned out a _ book- 
length, the fallow period that 
followed might last for half a 
year.

And that time off—that en- 
forced holiday—taught me to 
greet the end of a work-ses- 
sion with mixed feelings. 

It was great for a while. We 
went fishing. We hooked and 
sliced happily...around. golf 
courses less crowded than the 
weekend would find them. But 
my wife had her own work to 
do, and ‘presently I “would 
realize yet again that work is 
one of man's necessities, 

Then, soon or late, a story 
idea would click, and I would 
be happily bashing my type- 
writer again. 

But the lesson stuck, and I 
remain deeply sorry for the 
man who yearns for work 

‘with all his being and is 
denied a job. 

One of the wrongest, 
eruellest features of our s0- 
ciety is that so often it 
condemns good men to that 
fate. 

On the surface, the man 
who is pensioned— out of the 
armed forces in his forties 
has it made. This is so only if 
he can find new work to fill 
his days. One of the rarely- 
mentioned tragedies of our 
city and our times is that so 
many retired servicemen are 
unable to do so. 

For their well-being, and for 
the sake of every middle-aged 
unemployed man with a ‘will 
to hold a job, I could wish the 
“over 40"" barrier torn down 
wherever it exists. 

It was youthful folly that 
caused me to set that age, 
which I left behind a good few 
years ago, for retirement.

Then when should a man 
retire? 

In the ideal society: which 
we are still far from achiev- 
ing, I think he will be 
encouraged to work until he 
feels that he’s ready to down 
tools. But he should also. be 
given a chance to return 
should he find that freedom 
from the Monday - through- 
Friday work routine isn't to 
his taste! 

Even when he has reached 
the standard retiring age of 
65, many a man would be only 
too glad for a reprieve. 

A couple of weeks ago, I 
talked to a- veteran school 
principal who surely should 
welcome the day when he 
won't be burdened with the 
complexities of a demanding 
job. His number is coming up 
in a year or two. I asked him 
if he was looking forward to 
hie freedom. He gave me a 
lemony smile, and said, “I 
dread it."* 

Any number of times in 
recent years, science has 
predicted a computerized 
world in which a few will 
work, while the rest absorb 
culture or merely pass their 
days in idleness, 

Unless scierice can also free 
future men of the need to 
work, that life would be hell 
on earth,

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PRISON FAST 


Seventeen 
Pounds 
Lighter

Muriel Azmier, “‘on top of it” 
but about 20 pounds lighter, was 
released from Oakalla Prison 
Farm today after her 14-day 
sentence was shortened three 
days for good behavior. 

The 57-year-old Ottawa grand- 
mother and Betty Andrews, the 
22-year-old Victoria mother of a 
nine-month-old son, came out of 
jail in as good spirits as they 
entered it May 3. 

They chose the jail term 
rather than pay $50 fines for 
taking part in an anti-war sit-in 
at HMC: Dockyard. 

Mrs. Azmier refused to take 
solid food during her stay in 
Oakalla. A veteran peace 
marcher and champion of non- 
violence, she said she received 
“every care and consideration” 
as she subsisted on water. 


LOST 171 POUNDS 


Speaking from Vancouver, 
Mrs. Azmier said her longest 
previous fast had been five days 
and even then she took fruit 
juices. 

She neglected to get weighed 
“in the excitement” of getting 
out this morning, but estimated 
her 11 days of nothing but water 
drained away between 17 and 20 
pounds. 

Mrs. Andrew had been treated 
well, said Mrs. Azmier. The 
younger woman was .returning 
today to her son here. She 
stayed in a cabin with young 
people at Oakalla and worked 
on a gardening crew. 

Mrs. Azmier said there was 
only “a small confrontation” 
during her stay.

KNIT AND CHAT 


. Whole Economy Would Crumble 


Without a Female Work-Force 


OTTAWA (CP) — Sylva 
Gelber, director of the labor 
department’s women’s 
bureau, said Monday night 
that the Canadian economy 
“would fall flat on its face” 
but for its women workers. 

Taking part in a panel 
discussion, Miss Gelber criti- 
cized industry for not hiring 
female university graduates, 
for not promoting women to 
managerial ranks, and for 
permitting discrimination 
within company pension plans. 

She noted that one-third of 
Canadian workers are women 
and that more than half of 
these were married. 

“The time has ‘come for us 
to forget whether it-is right or

Miss Gelber suggested that 
interviewers on Canadian uni- 
versity campuses didn’t want 
to interview ‘female 
graduates. 

K. O. Bagnall, assistant vice- 
president of Bell Canada, said 
most university graduates are 
hired for their potential, not 
whether they could perform a 
job at the moment.

Tension Must Be Checked Our Freedom Is Fragile 


By MAY MAC. LEAN 


This week's mail brought ly correct. Usually the length... 


another letter from a woman 
who would like to substitute a 
polypropylene in place of the 
yarn called for on the instruc- 
tion sheet. 


You really have to check 
the tension carefully before 
deciding, though I do feel in 
this particular case the poly- 
propylene could be success- 
fully substituted. 


Knitters do not realize the 
importance of checking the 
tension before starting the 
garment. The difference 
sometimes of half.a stitch per 
inch will make the world of 
difference on the measure- 
ment of the finished garment. 
Take for instance a back of a 
sweater with 100. stitches. 
Knitting at five stitches to the 
inch in width, the _ finished 
back should be 20 inches 
wide. 

If you are knitting at 4%4 
stitches to the inch, your back 
will measure 22 inches wide, 
a difference of two inches, 
and one whole size larger. 

The same would be true, if 
you knit too tightly. For 
example 514 stitches to the 
inch in width would give you a 
back measuring only 18 inches 
across, two inches smaller. 
Again, one whole size differ- 
ence. : 

Unless you are working with 
a definite pattern stitch that 
is important in the overall 
design, the number of rows to 
the inch need not be absolute- 


is given in inches. I am not 
Saying you need not get the 
tension of the rows perfect. 
By all means do so if it is at 
all possible. But if you do 
substitute another yarn, it 
may not always be possible. 
Remember too, that if you 
do substitute a different yarn, 
your finished garment may 
not look exactly like the 
photograph, which was no 
doubt, what attracted you to 
the design in the first. place. 
By knitting the swatch, you 
can see how the yarn will 
work up, and whether this is 
what you want for your 
garment. Check the tension at 
the same time. 
_ The ever popular ribbing 
forms the sleeves, yoke and

Nixon Can Pack Court 


If Fortas, Others Leave 


By ARCH MacKENZIE 


WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
United States Supreme Court is 
an integral part of the Ameri- 
can governmental process, 
shared with the president's ex- 
ecutive duties and the legisla- 
ture—which is Congress, 

Its interpretation of the Amer- 
ican constitution and laws. is 
significant, far more so than 
Canada’s Supreme Court and 
far more wide-reaching. 

In May, 1954,.under Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren, the court 
ruled racial segregation in 
school to be unconstitutional— 
and that set off the drive for 
black equality which still is 
rocking the U.S. 

Since then, the Warren court 
has buttressed the rights of ac- 
cused persons—dangerously 50, 
many policemen would say in 
the debate about law and order. 

Abe Fortas, 58, is one of the 
nine court justices. For years, 
he was a high-priced Washing- 
ton lawyer, drawn here by 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt's 
New Deal and privy to presiden- 
tial decisions — 
those of old crony Lyndon John- 
son. 


HAS A PROBLEM 

Fortas now has a self-inflicted 
problem about a $20,000 ‘“‘re- 
search” fee he returned only 
after a principal in the donor 
foundation was convicted of 
stock manipulation. 

But much more significant 
than the fact that Fortas may 
end his ‘public career under a 
cloud, say many friends of the 
Warren court, is the possibility 
the Fortas case opens the door 
for President Nixon to alter its 
makeup and shift the entire phi- 
losophic thrust much farther to 
the right than it has been.

Shé said she and Clifford 
consumed two bottles of whisky 
and two cases of beer at a 
Victoria hotel on the night of 
March 13. 

He was “nervous” on the 
morning of March 14 and, when 
she asked him what was wrong, 
he said he would ‘“‘do away” 
with his wife. 

Mrs. Edna Clifford died early 
March 15 in her room at 1001 
North Park from a rifle wound | 
in the abdomen.

according to statistics released 
Tuesday by the Indian Affairs 
Department.

Canada’s second biggest Indian 
population, next to Ontario's 
52,981, the percentage increase 
of 1.9 was the lowest. 

Even tiny Prince Edward 
Island added nine to its total for 
the year, bringing the number 
to 418, but representing a 2.2- 
per-cent hike. 

Highest was Saskatchewan 
which showed a 3.9-per-cent 
hike from 32,579 to 33,852. 
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The figures show that

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Nurse Queries 
Pulse Routine 


By KEN KELLY 
OTTAWA. (CP) Is it really 
necessary to take the _ pulse, 
temperature and breathing rate 
of every hospital patient every 
day? 
The whole business is a ritual 
that is of questionable accuracy, 


says a federal health depart- 
ment study by Pamela E, 
Poole; .a nursing consultant, 


made public Tuesday. 

There may, in fact, be no real 
need for taking these vital signs 
every day from everyone be- 
cause medicine has changed so 
much. 

Miss Poole, a 1949 nursing 
graduate of Montreal’s Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, who holds a 


master of science from. Uni- 
versity of California in Los 
Angeles, took a team of ob- 


servers into three large general 
hospitals to check on this time- 
consuming, and therefore costly, 
piece of hospital routine. 

She thinks other routine pro- 
cedures could stand a hard look, 
such as bathing every patient in 
the early morning when patients 
want to sleep. 

NEED EXAMINATION 

Their findings .prompted a 
series of recommendations 
centring on a suggestion that 
hospitals carefully examine the 
relevancy to modern medicine 


of routine temperature, pulse 
and respiration recording. 
Miss Poole suggests that 


hospitals select the patients for 
vital-sign measurement on the 


basis of the doctor's assessment} 


of the need for this information,

“Tt may be that routine taking 
of these ‘measurements for all 
patients breeds an attitude of 
the part of nursing personnel 
that most patients’ vital signs 
fall in the normal range,” says 
the report.

wife and chil- 
dren without 
whom shack, 
beach, boat 
and all ‘the 
rest would be 

z as nothing. It. 
also overlooked a human 
reality that time and experi- 
ence have impressed on me. 
This is that of all double- 
edged gifts to covet, retire- 
ment at 40...or 50...or 
60. . . is the one least worth 
having. 

If you 're ‘young, you ‘may 
not believe this. I didn’t, until 
it was impressed on me by 
the circumstances of a free- 
lance writer's life. 

It was a good life in many 
ways, but at intervals it left 
me with time on my hands. 

There are some writers who 
have no sooner exhausted one 
idea than they're busy on the 
next. I envy them their 
disciplined approach, but it 
didn't work for me. There was 
always a gap between stories. 
If I’d turned: out a_ book- 
length, the fallow period that 
followed might last for half a 
year. 


* 


And that time off—that en- 
forced holiday—taught me to 
greet the end of a work-ses- 
sion with mixed feelings. 

It was. great for a while. We 
went fishing. We hooked and 
sliced happily around golf 
courses less crowded than the 
weekend would find them. But 
my wife had her own work to 
do; and presently I would 
realize yet again that work is 
one of man's necessities. 

Then, soon or late, a story 
idea would click, and I would 

' be happily bashing my type- 
writer again. 

But the lesson stuck, and I 
remain deeply sorry for the 
man. who yearns for work 
with all his being and is 
denied a job. 

One of the Wrongest, 
eruellest features—of our—so- 
ciety is that so often it 
condemns good men. to that 
fate. 

On the surface, the man 
who is pensioned out of the 
armed forces in his forties 
has it made. This is so only if 
he can find mew work to fill 
his days. One of the rarely- 
mentioned tragedies of our 
city and our times is that so 
many retired servicemen are 
unable to do so. 

For their well-being, and for 
the sake of every middle-aged 
unemployed man with a will 
to hold a job, I could wish the 
“over 40” barrier’ torn down 
wherever it exists. 

It was youthful folly that 
caused_me__to. set_ that age, 
which I left behind a good few 
years ago, for retirement. 


* 


Then. when should a man 
retire? 

In the ideal society which 
we are still far from achiev- 
ing, I think he will be 
encouraged to work until he 
feels that he’s ready to down 
tools. But. he should also be 
given a chance to return 
should he find that freedom 
from the Monday - through- 
Friday work routine isn’t to 
his taste! 

Even when he has reached 
the standard retiring age of 
65, many a man would be only 
too glad for a reprieve. 

A couple of weeks ago, I 
talked to a veteran school 
principal who surely should 
welcome the day when he 
won't be burdened with the 
complexities of a demanding 
job. His number is coming up 
in a year or two. I asked him 
if he twas looking forward to 
his freedom. He gave me a 


lemony. smile, and said, ‘I 
dread it.” “ 

Any number of times in 
recent ' years, science ' has

released from Oakalla Prison 
Farm today after her _ 14-day 
sentence was shortened three 
days for good behavior. 

The 57-year-old Ottawa grand- 
mother and Betty Andrews, the 
22-year-old Victoria mother of a 
nine-month-old son, came out of 
jail in as good spirits as they 
entered it May 3. 

They~ chose the jail term 
rather than pay $50 fines for | 
taking part in an antiwar sit-in) 
at HMC Dockyard. 

Mrs. Azmier refused to take 
solid food during her stay in 
Oakalla. A veteran peace 
marcher and champion of non- 
violence, she said she received 

every care and consideration” 
as she subsisted on water.

previous fast had been five days 
and even then she ‘took fruit 
juices. 

She neglected to get weighed

well, said Mrs. Azmier. The 
younger woman was returning 
today to her son here. She 
stayed in a cabin with young 
people at Oakalla and. worked 
on a gardening crew.
